To support that assertion, let me close with excerpts 
TROnedmieuLrek written to President Franklin Pierce in 1855 
by a Chief of the Duwamish Indians named Sealth. From a 
corruption of his name we derive Seattle, the city built 
Oumcnesland his tribe inhabited. If you listen closely to 
his words, you will, I think, agree that the intervening 
120 years have transformed his poetry into disturbing prophecy: 

We know that the white man does not understand our 

ways. One portion of the land is the same to him as the 
next, for he is a stranger who comes in the night and takes 
from the land whatever he needs. The earth is not his brother, 
but his enemy, and when he has conquered it, he moves on. 
He leaves his fathers' graves, and his children's birthright 
PSoeLorgotctenam sine! Siqgnt,ofsyour; cities pains theseyes of the 
redman. But perhaps it is because the redman is a savage and 
does not understand. 

There is no quict place in the white man's cities. No 
Place to hear the leaves of spring ox the rustle of insect's 
wings. But perhaps because I am a savage and do not under- 
stand, the clatter only seems to insult the ears. The indian 
prefers the soft sound of the wind darting over the face of 
the pond, and the smell of the wind itself cleansed by a 
mid-day rain, or scented with a pinon pine. The air is 
precious to the redman. For all things share the saine 
breath--the beasts, the trees, the man. The white man does 
not seem to notice the air he breathes. Like a man dying 
forsmany days; he iwsenump, to the, stench. 

What *is man without the beasts? If all the beasts 
werenqoue mens wOouUlduolemtrom Greate loneliness Of spirit, 
for whatever happens to the beasts also happens to man. All 
things are connected. Whatever befalls the earth befalls 
the sons of the earth. 

It matters little where we pass the rest of our days; 
they are not many. A few more hours, a few more winters, 
and none of the children of the great tribes that once lived 
on this earth, or that roamed in small bands in the woods, 
will be left to mourn the graves of a people once as powerful 
and hopeful as yours. 

The whites, too, shall pass--perhaps sooner than other 
tribes. Continue to contaminate your bed, and you will one 
night suffocate in your own waste. When the buffalo are ail 
slaughtered, the wild horses all tamed, the secret corners 
of the forest heavy with the scent of many men, and the view 
of the ripe hills blotted by talking wires, where is the 
thicket? Gone. Where is the eagle? Gone. And what is it 
to say goodby to the swift and the hunt, the end of living 
and the beginning of survival? We might understand if we 
knew what it was that the white man dreams, what hopes he 
describes to his children on the long winter nights, what 
visions he burns into their minds, so they will wish for 
_ tomorrow. But we are savages. The white man's dreans are 
hidden from us.

I'm writing to ask a soecial favor of you. As an 
off-shoot of my research on American and Canadian 
experiences of the Indian, I am helping Prof. Peter 
Russell assist the Indian Brotherhood of the Northwest 
Territories. On behalf of all status and non-status 
Indians in. the NWT the Protherhood is seeking a fair 
and different type of lanc settlement from the federal 
government before negotiations an the proposed Mackenzie 
Valley pipeline are concluded. Simply put, the Indians 
are interested in land, not money, anc seek a settlement 
which formally recognizes aboriginal title and rights 
in contemporary legislation (rather than. the extinguishing 
of title for compensation -- the historical model for 
all Indian land settlements to date). 

Recently, the Brotherhood received a letter from 
the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
which suggested that unless the Indians! demands were 
"reasonable" and they came to the bargaining table with 
a compensatory settlement in mind federal funding in the 
north might be cut back. If Yr. Buchanan's. threat succeeds, 
Indians in the NWT will be prevented from indepencently 
formulating a bargaining position. I believe they have 
a right to negotiate 2a settlement of their own lands. an 
their own terms. They should be given a chance to come 
to the bargaining table independently. 

In the event that the ooverninent's threat is realizerc, 
the Brotherhood would Aeed alternative Funding to continue 
the legal and political research supporting an inde} 
pendent bargaining position. They are therefore leoking 
for sources of credit (against any future settlement) in 
Canadian society at-large. Professor Russell and others 
working for the Indians in the south are now attempting 
to secure this credit from religious, labot and civic 
oroups. I am writing to ask if you know of any persone 
or groups in the Jewish community (of Montreal or else- 
where in Canada) that would be approachable on this matter 
(i.e. that have the money and potential sympathy). Any 


help you can give will be gnatly appreciated, 
Many thanks.

A delegation of the Canadian Labour Congress headed by 
Shirley Carr, Executive Vice-President of the C.L.C. and Neil

ShivleveCaunesalGatiatmuther Cal) Canasma Ma jOL Concern 
as to the type of labour ordinance that will be developed in the 
N.W.T. It is imperative that the basic rights of workers to 
organize, to carry on collective bargaining and so on be guaranteed". 
She pointed out that "oil companies attempt to control all aspects 
of their environment and this is true with respect to their treat- 


ment of all workers, and of native people living off the land". 


Rick Hardy, President of the Metis Association, agreed with 
these concerns and added that "our first concern is that there 
should be no further major developments such as the pipeline un- 
til there has been a land settlement acceptable to the native 
people". He said he was pleased that the C.L.C. will make a 


presentation to the Berger Inquiry. 


Both the C.L.C. delegates and the native organizations 


agreed to work together on areas of mutual concern in the future.

The Indian Brotherhood of the Northwest Territories is a non-profit society 
representing the treaty Indians of the Territories through their Chiefs 
and Band Councils. Our primary goal is the long outstanding land issue 
which is also of critical concern to the Federal Government, industry 
and voluntary associations interested in the North. The Brotherhood has 
now embarked on a program to develop solutions to the land question | 
which will ensure justice and equal involvement of the communities which 
we represent in the future development of the North. One significant 
recent event has been the decision to enter into a joint approach with 
the Metis and Non-Status Native Association of the Northwest Territories 
and to appoint a joint negotiating committee. An essentjal part of our 
integrated program is the employment of a lidson and information person 
who would operate out of Ottawa during this critical period of negotia- 
tions with the Federal Government. 

The need for a full time staff person in Ottawa becomes more urgent every 
day. The time consumed by existing staff in trying to keep on top of 

the rapidly changing moods of government policy and departmental programs 
demands that we delegate this responsibility. Further, we-envision a 
land settlement which will require legislative action. It is crucial 
that we have a person on the scene in Ottawa when the legislation is 
debated in Parliament. It is clear that this person should be operating 
now so that he or she will. be a party to the delicate negotiating process 


from the beginning. 


The person's task would be threefold. First, the lidson person will 

keep us continually and immediately 4nformed of the moves and trends 
developing in the multitude of government departments involved in 
Northern Development. This person would also monitor legislative 
proposals which might have some bearing on our 4nterests in the 

Mackenzie District. Secondly, the person could be of great assistance 

to us in responding rapidly to the variety of positions vis-a-vis Northern 
Development which become popularized in the media and often present 

a one sided point of view. We have created a support group of volunteers 
in the South and they have the expertise to assist our co-ordinator 

in this task. Dr. Don Simpson of the International Development 

Research Centre and Dr. Peter Russell, Principal of Innis College, are 
spearheading the organization of our Southern Support group. 

Thirdly, the liaison person, working with our support group, would provide 
some necessary staff input into developing relationships with the variety 
of voluntary associations in the south who have some interest in or 
concern about the nature of development in the North. 

The need for funding this position 1s projected for three years. While 
the Federal Government funds some of our programs, this particular 
program needs to be funded from monies raised in the non-governmental 
sector of society. We expect that at the end of three years we will 
either terminate the operation or continue it out of the proceeds of the 
proposed land settlement. 

Our man in Ottawa will work closely with the National Indian Brotherhood 
and may share some of their office space. While the National Indian 
Brotherhood continues to represent us in the broader spectrum of native 
government problems they are unable to meet our present and urgent 


need for continous particular and detailed information and liaison 


flowing from the concrete on-going negotiations around the land settlement.

Don tells me that the situation in Ottawa has changed somewhat 
as far as the work in government and parliamentary committees 

is concerned. I think he will be trying to sort this out for 
you when he returns from Africa later this month. In the 
Meantime, I can tell you that through a stroke of good fortune, 
an old college friend of mine, Arthur Kruger, has been appointed 
Deputy Minister of D.I.N.A. Art is from External Affairs and 
the Treasury Board. So far as I know he has no background in 
Indian Affairs but I shall make a point of seeing him as soon

Her first draft 
is now completed and we are now revising it. I hope by the 
end of the month that the revised draft will be ready to 
send to you and the Indian Brotherhood for your approval. 


We hope soon to begin organizing small groups in 
each major city of Canada who will be able to give support 
on the Land Claim issue when they are needed. Carol Sissons, 
who is coordinating the work of the southern group, will 
probably be in touch with you soon to obtain names from you 
of persons whom you think might be included in such groups. 


I am sorry that I missed you when you were visiting 
Toronto. Please feel free in the future to call on us for 
any kind of support when you are in the south. Even if you 
can only spend an hour or so with us, I think it is often 
a‘good idea as it will help keep us up-to-date. 


I have recently written also to Gina Blondin raising 
some of the questions that concern us about the future of our 
work in the south. I am sure your jointBoards will be 
discussing some of these matters in the future. There is 
one in particular I hope you will think about, and that is 
the possible need for a large advertising-public relations 
campaign some time in the future when the issue really heats 
up in the south. Some of the sympathetic people we have talked

At the last Board meeting in early October, the Council staff was re- 
quested to investigete t-~ the Board the possibility of producing a policy 
statement with respect to aboriginal rights in Canada. As a result, I am 
writing to you (your organization) to request your help in this investigation. 


The Council is aware that a great deal of research is already being 
done concerning aboriginal rights, and is not about to embark on an extensive 
research project relating to this area. Our intention rather is to gather 
informed opinion on the subject, and help guide the Board on its deliberations 
in this matter. It would therefore be most useful to us if we could have 
your opinions on the following main points: 


(1) what do you see as the basic issues involved in the question 
of aboriginal rights? 


(2) do you think a short policy statement can be drafted relating 
to this question, and what would you like to see included in it? 


(3) would you consider it useful if the CCSD were to issue publicly 
such a policy statement? 


(4) do you think that the CCSD could promote in other ways a just 
resolution of the question? 


Of course, should there be a statement or position already researched or drafted 
which could be made available to us, we would greatly appreciate receiving a copy. 


We realize that the resolution of these problems would not be taking so 
much time and energy if the questions were not complex in nature. At the same 
time, however, we suspect that changes in public attitudes might also promote 
a more rapid and just resolution. It is with this in view that the Council 
Board are anxious to contribute what it can to the continuing struggle for 
formal recognition of aboriginal rights in Canada.

Indeed, you have 
managed to hit us about the only possible week if our Regional 
Land Claims Assemblies go ahead as planned in the balance of 
November and December. Christine could plan to arrive on Sun- 
day November 3 or in good time on Monday the 4th.

Perhaps her going to a settlement should be left open. The 
following week a number of us will be in Aklavik for the first 
Regional Assembly -- if all goes as planned, including govern- 
ment funding.

Glen Bell arrived on the Ist of the month to work for us and 
Peter Usher has been hired as socio-economic consultant for 
COPE. Berger had one-day of hearings in mid-September but we 
are still waiting to hear his timetable; the longer he wanes.

She has organized a 
national symposium on Indian rights and helped prepare briefs for 
Indian organizations. She is presently working with the Canadian 
Association in Support of Native Peoples. She is an extremely nice 
person with whom I think you would all get along very well.

Professor Don Simpson of the International Develop- 
ment Research Centre at the University of Western Ontario and I 
have been asked by the Indian Brotherhood and Metis Association of 
the Northwest Territories to assist them in securing support and 
understanding for the Land Settlement in southern Canada.

Dear Mr. Minister: 


With your recent appointment as Minister I feel that it may be help- 
ful to bring you up to date on the land claims situation of the 
Indian people of the Northwest Territories. 


Following extensive historical research a vaveat was presented by 
the’ Chiefsetor registration in@Aprid*of£*1973. j%In the caveat the 
Chiefs claimed on behalf of the Indian people Aboriginal Rights in 
the lands described by the treaties thus contesting that land had 
been surrendered by the treaties. Following a series of hearings 
Judge Morrow ruled in September 1973 that the Chiefs had established 
the right to claim Aboriginal Rights in this manner. 


In January 1974 at a meeting between then Minister of Indian and 
Northern Affairs, Jean Chretien, Lloyd Barber, and myself it was 
agreed that a committee would be established between the Department 
and the Brotherhood to engage in preliminary discussions to develop 
the groundwork for a comprehensive settlement of Indian claims in 
the N.W.T. It was agreed that this preliminary work could proceed 
regardless of legal actions currently in progress. Since that time 
several meetings have been held involving officials of your Depart- 
ment, the Indian brotherhood of the N.W.T. and Lloyd Barber, Indian 
Claims Commissioner. 


In June 1974, following over a year of negotiations, agreement was 
finalized on funding for a land claims research project by the 
Indian Brotherhood of the N.W.T. over a period of two years. Re- 
search is now well underway. 


In June 1974 a meeting of the joint assemblies of the Indian 
Brotherhood of the N.W.T. and the Metis and Non-Status Native Associ- 
ation of the N.W.T. was held in Fort Good Hope where it was agreed 
that a joint land settlement would be pursued and adoption was made 
of a model for settlement based not on surrender of Aboriginal 

Rights and compensation but formalization of title to traditional 
lands. 


A joint negotiating committee of seven persons from each organiza- 
tion was also established at Fort Good Hope. 


A recent meeting under the format of preliminary discussions as 
agreed upon in January was held in Edmonton to deal with a number 

of points including: the mahhinery to be established to deal with 
discussions between the recently formed negotiating committee and 
the government; the development of a policy for the involvement of 
the Metis and Non-ststus Native Association of the N.W.T. in the 
overall area of cluims; and the role of the new Claims Branch of the 
Department. Further meetings are planned. 


Without in any way committing ourselves to any position on the role 
of the Claims Branch, I feel I should point out that the objectives 
and goals of the Branch as described by your Department are extremely 
limited and inadequate if the Indian people of the Northwest 
Territories are to have any place whatsoever. 


The objectives as we understand them are: 


"To negotiate a basis for settlement of claims against the 
Government of Canada based on: 


(1) lawful obligations arising out of the administration 
of treaties and Indian legislation; 


(2) the loss of traditional use and occupancy of land in 
those areas of Canada where Indian title was never 
extinguished by treaty or superceded by law." 


As I stated earlier, the approach to settlement of the Indian people 
of the Northwest Territories is not compensation for the loss of use 
and occupancy but formalization of ownership to traditional lands 
most of which are to this day extensively used. The Claims Branch 
thus appears to have little relevance to a settlement in the 
Northwest Territories on the basis of objectives so far defined. 


I hope the foregoing has been useful and look forward to a produc- 
tive relationship with you in the area of land claims. I will be 
in Ottawa the week of August 19th, 1974, for a meeting of the 
Federation of Natives North of 60° as will be the leaders of the 


other native organizations and would appreciate an opportunity to 
renew my acquaintance with you and discuss the above matters, I 
also understand that you intend to come to Yellowknife at the end 
of this month. I would be happy to meet with you at that time, 
introduce you to our staff and give you a chance to familiarize 
yourself with some of the work we are involved in.

Background 


Treaties 8 and 11 were made in 1899 and 1921 respec- 
tively. Under the terms of these treaties the Indian people 
annuities, nets and ammunition, questionable protection for 
hunting and fishing rights and reserves based on one square 
mile per family of five. The Indians maintain that the treaties 
were peace and friendship treaties not land cession agreements 
under which there was to be absolute protection of the Indian 
way of life and there was no agreement as to reserves. 


On September 3, 1973, Mr. Justice William G. Morrow 
of the Supreme Court of the Northwest Territories found that 
the Indians had a right to file a caveat om most of the lands 
covered by Treaties 8 and 11 on the grounds of Aboriginal 
Rights, but filing was suspended until final determination of 
appeals or lapse of time to appeal. He found that the Indian 
caveators had established a prima facie case that land had 
not been ceded to warrant filing of the caweat. His decision 
has been appealed, but not on the substantive questions. 


Thus, a settlement is imminent, which would at the 
least leave an entitlement of reserves based on the treaties. 
The Department has, however, agreed to a fiexible interpreta- 
tion of even anys GSS ean. The larger possibility is a 
settlement on the Alaskan model, which is discussed ahead. 


Until recently there have been mimimal pressures on 
the lifestyles of the Indian people of the Northwest Territories 
as compared to, for example, Indians in sowthern Canada. For 
decades following the treaties the Indians retained a hunting, 
fishing and trapping economy. Today many people still rely on 
this economy to a very large extent. It is the pressures of

development in the extractive industries which threaten this 
life-style and also make imperative a land settlement to ensure 
the preservation of the life-style to the degree possible by 
retaining ownership and| control\of lands as well as facilitating 
participation in the economy of the future. 


Reserves were never set up in the Territories following 
the treaties and the first is now in the process of being 
established at Hay River on a without prejudice basis. The Hay 
River people are the first to experience the intense pressure 
soon to be experienced by all the Indian people to retain control 
of at least some lands. 


There is an intense emotional rejection of reserves 
in the Northwest Territories because reserves have always been 
viewed as concentration camps. The Indians view all of the caveat 
land as theirs and confinement to reserves as repugnant as this 
large area is indeed necessary for the maintenance of the hunting, 
trapping and fishing lifestyle. One square mile per family of 
five is, of course, grossly inadequate to support a family of 
five by hunting, fishing and trapping. The rejection of reserves 
can also be viewed in the larger context of the rejection of the 
idea of surrendering any land whatever and retaining Ownership and 
control of any piece of land however large compared to what has 
been retained by Indians elsewhere. This rejection is based 
on the retention of lands sufficient to sustain a hunting, 
' fishing and trapping economy. The Alaska model, therefore, is 
even viewed as inadequate. 


There are about 7,500 "Treaty" Indians in the North- 
west Territories ranging from Fort Smith near the Alberta border 
to Inuvik in the Mackenzie Delta. The caveat area covers some 
400,000 square miles. Within this area there are about 6,000 
Metis and non-status and probably 7,000 non-natives, concentrated 
mostly in Yellowknife, Hay River, Fort Smith and Inuvik.

There is very little agricultural potential except 
for portions of the southern part of the Mackenzie District. 
At Fort Providence there are fertile lands and grazing lands 
which are of some considerable interest to prospective farmers 
as are the extensive hay lands of the Slave River. 


The area is generally south of the tree line. The 
Simpson-Liard area has some lumbering potential, but apart 
from the river-valley there is little forestration. The 
Barren grounds east of the Mackenzie River and the Great 
Slave Lake are important migration routes for the Barren 
Ground Caribou. 


| Vast mineral potential exists throughout the entire 
region. Petroleum potential exists in the Mackenzie Valley 
and Delta, with extensive gas having already been found in 
the South-Western corner, the Simpson-Liard area. Pine Point 
on the south shore of the Great Slave Lake has one of the 
largest reserves of lead-zinc in the world and is now being 
pit-mined. 


The potential of tourism is questionable. 


“The proposed Mackenzie Valley gas pipeline is, of 
course, the major emphasis on the future of the north. If 
given the go-ahead it will contribute little economically to 
the Indian people except perhaps devastation. Unquestionably, 
it would alter the life-style. It does, however, present the 
focus for the question of land settlement. 


A highway now exists from Alberta to as far north as 
Fort Simpson and then east and south to Yellowknife. The 
land along the river is being surveyed and cleared for as far 
north as Inuvik. Whether this highway will be completed is 
unknown. ,

The Alaska Settlement is the largest and most dramatic 
sett hemenUGaingtheghistony ofeNativesland claims 7 enltistsizemalone 
imports enormous significance and potential to the people of the 
Northwest Territories. 

The Alaska Settlement gives some 60,000 Native people 40 
million acres-of_ freehold land, plus $1/2 billion cash and a 2% 
royalty over-ride to a maximum of $1/2 billion. The land is to be 
owned by some 200 village corporations and 12 regional corporations. 
The Native people are to have the shares in these corporations. 

The corporations are tax free for twenty years and shares are non- 
transferrable for twenty years. Land cannot be selected until 
enrolment is completed, based on one quarter blood factor and 
corporations have been formed. 

. The land selection process is very complicated. About 
half of the surface lands go to the village corporations and half 
of the surface lands go to the village corporations and half to the 
Regional corporations. All of the subsurface to the Regionals. 
Blocks of 25 townships were withdrawn for selection from areas 
Surrounding the villages. From these blocks the village and regional 
corporations will largely make their selections. Village corpora- 
tions.wil],. select lands in contiguous. townships but Regional corp- 
Oorations will.select on a checkerboard basis - even numbered town- 
ships in even numbered regions or odd numbered townships in odd 
numbered ranges. Each village corporation must convey two sections 
to municipality. 

There are, however, apparent problems with the Alaska 
Settlement: 


1. The settlement was negotiated without the participation 
of the people in the villages, and upon completion of 
negotiation the people were faced with the enormous 
task of implementing a settlement they had little in- 
volvement in forming. Indeed, many were ignorant of 
the settlement and others hostile to the form upon 
Learnincgeotei.tseanacure. 


2. The proliferation of corporations and people's un- 
fanihiariuuyewi Ciesucnmiunstitutions plus lack of 
finances to organize and form the same has been a 
barrier to the settlement.

3. The patchwork nature of land selection was to facili- 
tate oil development, and many traditional communities 
wanted to retain large areas of traditional hunting 
areas. 


4. Termination aspect. 


WHAT KIND OF SETTLEMENT IS FEASIBLE? WHAT ABOUT IN- 
TERIM MEASURES TO PROTECT LANDS AND FACILITATE INTERIM PARTICI- 
PATION IN A NON-PREJUDICIAL MANNER? 


How are the Indian people to own land and administer 
their settlement? Within what institutional framework? Are 
reserves desireable? Freehold? 


These are questions which have to be answered. But 
first of all a methodology must be developed. 


Apart from this there is the interim question. The 
highway is proceeding and great pressure is being exerted by 
the Territorial and Federal Governments to develop Indian 
participation. The Territorial Government in the local govern- ~~ 
ment framework is encouraging the "Indian Entrepreneur" through 
the Small Business Loan Fund. Larger enterprises are encouraged 
with loans and grants from the Indian Economic Development Fund 
usually On a participation basis: The Band or number of In- 
dians gets a loan and buys shares in a corporate venture. It 
is certainly questionable if it is in the best interest of even 
securing a settlement let alone negotiating a settlement satis- 
factory to all the Indian people if this is done on a large 
scale in the next year or so. 


Thus, the answer to the questions designed specifi- 
cally in relation to the overall strategy have immediate 
relevance. 


THE INDIAN ACT 


There are definite advantages and considerations 
that apply to the questions at hand. 
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BANDS AND BAND COUNCILS 


The Chief and Band Council structure has never been 
developed in the Northwest Territories to the same degree as 
elsewhere. Prior to the significant emergence. of the Terri- 
torial presence in 1967, the administration of matters "In- 
dian" was in the hands of the Indian agent with very little 
involvement of the Chief and Council. Following the transfer 
of matters formerly administered by Indian Affairs to the 
Territorial Government and the withdrawl of Indian Affairs in 
1967 (in effect the implementation of the White Paper) the 
role of the Chief and Council was seen as evolving to purely 
cultural matters. However, the Indian people felt otherwise 
and following the formation and growth of the Indian Brotherhood 
the Chief and Councils have retained (where they have always 
been strong) and have secured in many cases considerable 
political power in their communities. Contrary to official 
expectations they are stronger than ever. 


However, they receive little official recognition and 
no funding. It is through the Chief and Council structure 
that the-Brotherhood is organized and that ultimately a settle- 
ment will be negotiated if not indeed implemented. There is 
the dilemna that full recognition will not come until the 
settlement comes to fruition. Unless something happens in the 
interim the Chiefs and Councillors as constituted will be 
totally unprepared to administer a settlement especially one 
of Alaska's complexity. 


The Band and Chief and Band Council structure is a 
creature of the Indian Act. Specific sections relate to elec- 
tions, conduct of meetings, etc. Of special relevance are 
the membership sections which define and regutate membership 
and particulary relate to the status/non-status problem. 


eee /.G 
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Membership 


It is generally accepted that not only Treaty Indians 
but non-Treaty Indians should be entitled to Participation in 
the settlement. A so-called "Treaty Indian” is in essence a 
"Registed" or "status" Indian for the purposes of the Indian 
Act and such persons constitute the membership of the bands. 
Historically the question is complex and musky, but briefly, 
at the time of Treaty one became either "Treaty Indian" or 
"Metis". Subsequently came "Non-Treaty" Indians who were 
usually those who gave up their status for drinking privileges 
or women who lost their status by marriage. 


The irony is that in the communities there is very 
little distinction between “non-Treaty" and “Treaty" Indians 
and, subject to some exceptions, "Metis". They may live in 
the same house and be related. Most Treaty Imdians are more 
than eager to eliminate artificial distinctioms and have all 
Share equally as "Natives" or "Indians". 


The problem of course is the role of the Band Struc- 
ture in a land settlement. 


Corporate Nature of the Band 


Is the band a corporation? Can it sue or be sued? 
In light of the "ward" factor underlying the philosophy of the 
Indian Act is it conceivable that a Band is competent to en- 
gage in commercial affairs without the paternalistic presence 
of Indian Affairs so as to be a central structure in a land 
settlement? -_ 7 
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Reserves 


Reserves under the Indian Act are lands, "the legal 
title to which is vested in Her Majesty, that has been set 
apart by Her Majesty for the use and benefit of a andes 
Such lands are inalienable, except with the approval of the 


band and are not subject to seizure. The inalienable feature 
of reserves is something all Indians desire. There are obvious 
commerical limitations. 


There are special sections concerning occupation of 
lands on the reserve by individual Indians. 


Few Indians in the Northwest Territories have legal 
title to their lots. Most are occupying houses on lands in 
the name of Her Majesty on lands designated "reserved for 
Indian Housing." 


With the transfer to the Territorial Government the 
development of municipal government has been encouraged. Most 
communities are superficially governed by Settlement Councils 
which are non-legal entities elected by the community at large. 
They are powerless, however, and de facto and dejure control 
is retained by the Territorial Government. Next comes three 
communities organized as Hamlets, but again effective control 
is with the Territorial Government. In both cases the land 
in the communities are s6-called "Commissioner's Lands" in 
effect (but subject to Aboriginal Rights claim) Federal lands 
administered by the Commissioner. Only in larger centres 
such as Yellowknife are there extensive freehold lands or 
lands owned by the municipality. 


The big question is how are such lands within the 
communities to be affected by the settlement? And what could 
be the role of the band with the membership problem? 


Taxation 


The Indian Act holds a significant advantage in re- 
lation to taxation. The interest of an Indian or band in the 
reserve land and the personal propoerty of an Indian or band 
is exempt from taxation. Likewise succession duties are not 
applicable. Real and personal property is not subject to 
charge, pledge, mortgage, attachment, levy, distress or exe- 
cution by any person other than an Indian. 
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The Australian Answer 


The Australian Commission investigating the land 
question has come up with interesting alternatives to the 
Indian Act and the Alaska model. Their answer calls for special 
legislation for Native corporations to hold land and the crea- 
tion of a unique land registry system exclusive for the Abori- 
gines, which would provide for the registration of an "Aboriginal 
Title" which would be a communal, inalienable title with 
features similar to reserves but title held by the Aborigines 
and not the Crown. 


The Question of Corporations 


Of considerable importance is the determination of 
whether corporations formed under the NWT Ordinance or Canada 
Corporations Act are desireable and feasible as institutions 
administering the settlement. Is separate legislation necessary? - 


If corporations are possible how to determine member- 
ship and the role of the band and how would the land be held? 
Freehold? 


Substantial tax considerations are involved as are 
very pragmatic questions concerning the desirability of making 
the structure as simple as possible, so as to facilitate easy 
administration by the Indian people, largely unskilled and 
unfamiliar with corporations, and as compatible as possible 
with cultural and sociological considerations. 


Simplicity is essential and the need for as painless 
a transition as possible necessitates considera: on of the 
Chief and Band Council structure. Included in consideration 
of the role of corporate structures is the question of how 
many. Is one central development corporation feasible with 
maintenance of the Chief and Band Council structure at the 
community level? 


Taxation considerations would probably call for a 
proliferation of corporations, practically and culturally 
undesireable. Can this be avoided?

The other consideration is co-operatives. Can they play 
a role? 


Hunting, Fishing and Trapping 


Hunting, fishing and trapping rights, a longstanding 
grievance, will almost certainly have to be a feature of any settle- 
ment. Most of the Indian people reject reserves because it is felt 
that by accepting them they are compromising their Ownership of 
traditional lands and thus their rights to hunt, trap and fish over 
all their traditional lands. Even a settlement on the scope of 
Alaska does not meet this concern. Thus it #8 conceivable that a 
land settlement while incorporating the view of Surrendering some 
land and retaining ownership of other land must also include pro- 
tection of hunting, fishing and trapping rights on surrendered: 
lands, This may require the recognition of a limited property 
interest to that end. 


There is a history in the N.W.T. of what has been called 
"Game Preserves". These were areas set up by Order-in-Council in 
1923 which prserved the exclusive right to hunt, Urapaand fishsto 
the Native people. Many prime areas were excluded from such pre- 
servation due to the presence of white trappers and the ones 
established were wiped out in the fifties, save for one in the 
Peel River area in the Mackenzie Delta. Such protection is there= 
fore inadequate as there is little to prevent amendments to Order- 
in-Council unless there is legislation requiring the consent of 
the Indians as in the case of the Indian Act. 


Methodology 


What is the best method of conducting this research so as 
to create meaningful alternatives for the Indian people? The re- fe 
search 1S so multidisciplinary that conducting such research will be 
indeed comptex. Is it feasible that it be done by one person with 
access to persons of the various disciples? Should it be contracted 
out? 


What indeed has to be researched? 


It is hoped that the Think-Tank will delineate matters to 
Provide a fairly comprehensive methodology.

The Indian people of the N.W.T. recently went to court 
seeking recognition of their Aboriginal Rights over their 
traditional lands by attempting to file a caveat in the Land 
titlessOfLficemfor; the N.W.T. athis was but one step sin ‘a 
plan to secure a just land settlement. 


A Land Claims Research Project was recently started with 
the design of creating for the Indian people of the N.W.T. 
alternatives for settlement. Involved are documentation of 
past, present and projected future land use by the Indian 
people, a resource inventory of the land in question and an 
economic analysis of data. 


One aspect of research, which is the reason why we are 
writing this letter, is what we call "institutional analysis" 
involving questions such as: within which institutional frame- 
work will lands and monies be administered and what will be 
the, form of land tenure. 


What we have planned is a think-tank to be held May 29-31, 
1974 (alternatively the weekend immediately following) in 
Edmonton, attended by persons from a number of disciplines. 
The think-tank is designed to narrow the issues, develop a 
research methodology and examine possible models in the area 
of institutional analysis. 


We would be honoured by your participation and would 
appreciate hearing whether you could attend. If you could, 
please inform us as soon as possible so that we could advise 
you of arrangements and forward background materials.

‘With the great changes now being experienced by the 
Indian people of the NWT and the prospect of even more dramatic 
changes to occur in the near future great pressure is being 
exerted to develop the Institutional framework which will 
facilitate the transfer from a hunting, fishing and trapping 
economy and ensure the maximum participation and benefits for 


"the Indian people in the NWT economy as it is now changing and 


Promises to be in the future. Central in this consideration 
ts the land settlement of the Indian people. How are land, 

capital and income to be held and distributed? Within which 
Organizational structure? 


Although the land settlement figures Targely in these 
considerations, there remains the secondary consideration of 


' facilitating participation prior to the settlement in a 
‘manner which will not jeopardize the settlement and, moreover, 


thereby enhancing the chances of success by preparing the bee 
Indian people in advance of the settlement. 


Which is the best way to hold land and resources and 
by whom or what? 


These are questions which no one can answer now. Moreover, 
it is not even clear what is the way to determine answers to 


these questions and deveiop alternatives. 


It is felt that research must commence urgently if 


- answers are to be found, and what is needed immediately is the 


development of a research methodology. The submission of the 
Indian Brotherhood of the Northwest Territories is for funds 
for a multidisciplinary think-tank of three (3) days to be held 
in Edmonton (which would be more economical being more central 
than Yellowknife). | 
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| It is contemplated that the workshop would be attended by 
persons with the backgrounds and experience of corporate law, 
land and mineral law, economics, taxation, community development, 
economic development, political science, anthropology and 
including a number of persons with experience in development 

and participation in Indian communities. A good estimate 

1s eleven persons plus three staff members of the Indian Brother- 
hood of the NWT and other native organizations. (The latter 
would be invited to attend at their own expense). 


The costs would include standard consultant fees and 
travelling and living expenses. 


The think-tank would be organized and chaired by the 
Research Director of the Indian Brotherhood of the NWT. A 
background discussion paper prepared by the Research Director 
would be sent to all participants in sufficient advance to sane 
allow them to digest the considerations. The think-tank would 
by necessity be unstructured initially. 


It is submitted that the results of the eventual 
research - if not, indeed, the think-tank - should prove 
of great value to the Department as well as to the Indian 
people.
